Guns used in crimes — like the 
26 shootings in HRM so far this 
year — are overwhelmingly 
homegrown, police say. 

Halifax Regional Police and 
Halifax RCMP say they seized 129 
crime guns in 2010, and were 
able to track roughly half of 
them. They discovered 53 were 
from Canada and seven were 
smuggled across the border. 

In many other areas of Cana¬ 
da it’s the other way around. 

Const. Brian Palmeter with 
HRP said several of those guns 
were stolen from legitimate gun 
owners in the area. 

“There’s a lot we’re unable to 
trace but the vast majority we’re 
seeing, the recent ones we’ve got¬ 
ten, we’ve been able to trace to 
break and enters,” he said. “We 
believe they’re targeting (gun

owners).” 

Sean Hansen, a gun shop own¬ 
er and a member of the Atlantic 
Marksman Association, doesn’t 
believe the figures. 


“They come from the United 
States and they’re snuclc up here. 
Have you seen the Halifax police 
doing a rash of reports on stolen 
handguns other than the one 
(last week)?” he said. “It’s very 
disappointing to hear because it’s 
an easy cop-out.” 

Last week, a man selling a 
handgun through a newspaper 
advertisement was sprayed in the 
face with an irritant and his gun 
was stolen. 

“Guns are a commodity and 
very highly sought in the crimi¬ 
nal community, so to be freely 
trying to sell them in the com¬ 
munity might be something one 
might want to re-evaluate,” said 
Justice Minister Ross Landry. 

Insp. Mike Leighton, who 
heads up the weapons unit, said 
after the guns are stolen from 
houses or cottages, they more 
than likely change hands a few 
times.

Rain and a spike in crime 
are standard for HRM in 
springtime. 

We’ve had 26 shootings 
so far this year, but crime 
stats show there were 
shooting clusters in the 
spring for the past few 
years. 

“We’ve seen these 
spikes before and we tar¬ 
get resources on the peo¬ 
ple we feel responsible 
and we start laying 
charges,” said Const. Brian 
Palmeter with the Halifax 
Regional Police. 

“It’s focusing on the 
people we think are in¬ 
volved which we think 
will pay dividends. We are 
hopeful we’re going to 
start laying some 
charges.” 

The warmer weather 
brings out the flowers, 
and the criminals, too. Pal¬ 
meter said it’s easier for ri¬ 
vals in the drug trade to 
take shots at each other 
come spring. 

“Not minimizing the 
risk to the public, because 
whenever we have these 
incidents in broad day¬ 
light or they’re shooting 
in a residential area, 
there’s a huge risk to the 
public,” he said. “But 
these groups are involved

in disputes over the drugs 
or other associated crimi¬ 
nal activity and they’re 
settling their disputes 
with violence. And what 
we’ve seen is an increase 
in the level of violence.” 

It used to be they 
would settle their dis¬ 
putes with fists or the odd 
baseball bat, but in past 
years guns have made a 
bigger appearance. 

“Once one person gets a 
firearm, everybody gets a 
firearm. And once some¬ 
body starts firing their 
gun, then everybody starts 
firing,” Palmeter said.

Premier wants new 
payment deal for region 



O Area has been historically 
heavily dependent on federal 
transfers to deliver public services 


Two Atlantic premiers say 
their provinces need special 
consideration under equal¬ 
ization and health transfers 
from the federal govern¬ 
ment to offset the escalat¬ 
ing costs of delivering 
public services. 

The region’s four pre¬ 
miers began a two-day 
meeting yesterday in Sus¬ 
sex, N.B., to discuss issues of 
mutual concern, but the 
sometimes divisive issue of 
federal transfers tops the 
list. 

The agreement on trans¬ 
fers with the federal gov¬ 
ernment expires in 2014. 
During the federal election, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper committed to main¬ 
taining the six per cent an¬ 
nual increase in health care 
funding to the provinces. 

Prince Edward Island 
Premier Robert Ghiz said 


he is concerned because if 
the Atlantic provinces are 
to be able to offer relatively 
the same level of health 
care as other provinces, 
then the current per capita 
funding formula is unfair 
— especially when you 
compare the region to 
provinces like Alberta 
where the population is 
younger. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
agrees, and says it’s impor¬ 
tant that the four premiers 
have a united voice in ad¬ 
vance of a meeting of all 
premiers in July in Vancou¬ 
ver. 

“If it is simply done on a 
per capita basis, then we 
end up being disadvantaged 
in comparison with other 
provinces, and that’s not a 
position we want to find 
ourselves in,” Dexter said.

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Province’s response at 
odds with inquiry: Sister 

O Hyde died Nov. 22,2007, after struggle with jail guards 
O Premier received sister’s letter, spokeswoman says 


The sister of a mentally ill 
man whose death in a jail 
cell prompted a public 
inquiry is accusing the 
province of trying to hide 
the cause of Howard 
Hyde’s death. 

Joanna Blair has written 
a scathing letter to Premier 
Darrell Dexter, saying she 
is “shocked and saddened” 
by the government's 
official response to the 
inquiry, released Thursday. 

Blair’s letter says the 
government has “failed” 
her brother and all Nova 
Scotians because its re¬ 
sponse is at odds with the 
inquiry’s conclusion that 
Hyde’s death was caused 
by a struggle with guards 
whose restraint techniques 
may have interfered with 
his breathing. 

Instead, Blair says, the

government’s response re¬ 
vives a medical examiner’s 
conclusion that Hyde died 
of a condition known as 
excited delirium due to 
paranoid schizophrenia — 
a controversial finding 
rejected by the head of the 
inquiry, provincial court 
judge Anne Derrick. 

“This 52-page brochure 
... succeeds only in pro¬ 
pounding the use of the 
term ‘excited delirium,”’ 


Blair writes in the letter, re¬ 
leased Friday. 

“We requested the in¬ 
quiry because we did not 
believe my brother died of 
the now renamed ‘auto¬ 
nomic hyperarousal state.’” 

Derrick concluded the 
Tasering did not cause 
Hyde’s death. However, she 
found that Hyde was al¬ 
ready in a psychotic state 
when he was stunned, and 
the jolts only worsened his 
mental state. 

In its response to Der¬ 
rick’s report, the govern¬ 
ment says it has yet to 
clarify its guidelines for 
Taser use, saying a “clear 
understanding of how the 
use of conducted energy 
weapons may affect indi¬ 
viduals in an autonomic 
hyperarousal state is need¬ 
ed.”

Mobilized by calls on Face- 
book, thousands of Arab 
protesters marched on Is¬ 
rael’s borders with Syria, 
Lebanon and Gaza yester¬ 
day in an unprecedented 
wave of demonstrations, 
sparking clashes that left 
at least 15 people dead in 
an annual Palestinian 
mourning ritual marking 
the anniversary of Israel’s 
birth. 

In a surprising turn of 
events, hundreds of Pales¬ 


tinians and supporters 
poured across the Syrian 
frontier and staged riots, 
drawing Israeli accusations 
that Damascus, and its ally 
Iran, orchestrated the un¬ 
rest to shift attention from 
an uprising back home. It 
was a rare incursion from 
the usually tightly con¬ 
trolled Syrian side and 
could upset the delicate 
balance between the two 
longtime foes.

Wider NATO raids in Libya urged 



NATO aircraft blasted an oil 
terminal in a key eastern 
city at nightfall yesterday, 
Libyan TV reported, after 
Britain urged the alliance to 
widen its assault on areas 
controlled by ruler Moam- 
mar Gadhafi. 

The Libya TV report said 
the bombs hit methanol 
tanks at the oil port of Ras 
Lanouf, causing leaks. NATO 
officials had no immediate 
comment. The reported at¬ 
tack came as the Libyan 
conflict appeared largely 
stalemated, with each side 
claiming gains one day, only 
to be turned back the next. 

The head of Britain’s 
armed forces, Gen. David 
Richards, appeared to relate 
to the stalemate and frustra¬ 
tion in the West over the 
slow pace of warfare in 


Libya, with Gadhafi still in 
power, able to taunt NATO 
for failing to unseat him. 

In remarks published in 
The Sunday Telegraph in 
London, Richards urged NA¬ 
TO to widen the range of 
targets the alliance’s planes 


are allowed to hit in the ef¬ 
fort to stymie the Gadhafi’s 
regime’s attacks on protest¬ 
ers. He said “more intense 
militaiy action” was needed 
or the conflict could end in 
stalemate.

4 Canadian 
soldiers 
injured in 
chopper crash 

Four Canadian soldiers 
were injured, one of them 
seriously, when a Chinook 
helicopter crashed on land¬ 
ing under moonlight in a 
remote part of Panjwaii dis¬ 
trict in southern 
Afghanistan early this 
morning local time.

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Flood water seeps 
across farmland 


0150 residents were evacuated as Manitoba’s govern¬ 
ment initiated a controlled flood 


Residents near Portage la 
Prairie, Man., watched as 
the water came yesterday 
— creeping acrosss the 
prairie towards their 
homes and farmland. 

“It's like in a scary 
movie when they play that 
suspension (music) and 
you know something's 
coming but you don't 
know what it is,” said Shea 
Doherty, whose farm is 
just south of the Hoop and 
Holler bend, where a delib¬ 
erate flood is taking place. 

The Manitoba govern¬ 
ment cut a hole in a dike 
on Saturday to try to ease 


record-high water levels on 
the Assiniboine River and 
prevent a larger, uncon¬ 
trolled flood. 

If all goes as planned, 
the water will fill up low- 
lying fields and eventually 
top a grid road, spilling 
over into the next field 
and slowing down as it 
spreads. Any damage 
caused may not be known 
for days. 

Army personnel, volun¬ 
teers and work crews used 
sandbags and water-filled 
tube dikes to help protect 
homes and buildings.

Green light for PlayStation Network 



O Among the 100 million user accounts, Sony says 
about 92 million can access limited network service 


Sony began restoring its 
PlayStation Network serv¬ 
ice yesterday after shut¬ 
ting it down almost a 
month ago because of a 
massive security breach 
that affected more than 
100 million online ac¬ 
counts. 

Restored operations are 
limited mainly to online 
gaming, chat and music 
streaming services. Sony 
said it aimed to fully re¬ 
store the PlayStation Net¬ 
work by the end of the 
month. 

Sony also began a 


phased restoration of its 
Qriocity movie and music 
services, which share the 
PlayStation Network’s 
server. 

Kazuo Hirai, chief of 
Sony’s PlayStation video 
game unit, said the com¬ 
pany has enhanced securi¬ 
ty measures to protect 
customers’ personal data, 
and added that Sony had 
not received any reports 
of the stolen information 
being used illegally. 

The probe into the 
hacker attack is ongoing.

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No more oil until war 
over: Libyan producer 

Libya’s largest petroleum company will not 
produce oil until the war ends, and that 
probably holds good for producers across 
the country, a spokesman said yesterday. 

Abdeljalil Mohamed Mayuf, informa¬ 
tion director of Arab Gulf Oil Co. — re¬ 
sponsible for more than one-quarter of 
Libya’s former production of 1.6 million 
barrels a day — said the company feared 
further attacks by ruler Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s forces. 

The decision came after rocket attacks 
on April 4 badly damaged a pumping sta¬ 
tion and production facilities at southeast 
Messla. A pumping station on the pipeline 
to Tobruk port also came under attack. 

“We cannot put an army around each 
field,” Mayuf said, adding that resuming 
production “depends on this military oper¬ 
ation and when Gadhafi leaves.”

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Macau gambles on diversifying economy 


The Galaxy Macau, a multi- 
billion-dollar casino resort 
complex, opened yester¬ 
day as Macau seeks to 
draw a broader mix of visi¬ 
tors than the high-rolling 
mainland Chinese who 
have helped the city be¬ 
come the world’s most lu¬ 
crative gambling market. 

The launch of Macau’s 
34th casino comes as the 
city seeks to diversify its 
economy away from gam¬ 
bling after years of soaring 
growth that helped it over¬ 
take Las Vegas as the 
world’s top casino market. 

Macau’s economy has 


boomed since a four-decade 
casino monopoly was bro¬ 
ken in 2002, opening the 
way for U.S. and Australian 
operators to enter the mar¬ 
ket with local partners. 
Monthly casino revenues so 
far in 2011 have grown by 
at least 33 per cent, after 
surging by more than half 
last year to $23.5 billion. 

The former Portuguese 
colony, once considered 
seedy and corrupt, now 
aims to develop cultural at¬ 
tractions that can draw 
more middle-class families 
who will stay longer.

It 
turns out dust might ac¬ 
tually hold some benefits 
for you. 

The perennial house¬ 
hold nuisance actually 
purifies the air by 
neutralizing ozone that 
can harm our lungs. 

Dust can do this 
because one of its major 
components is human 
skin — which contains 
the ozone-eliminating 
component squalene. 

Humans constantly 
shed their skin, losing up 
to 500 million cells per 
day. At that rate, accord¬ 
ing to Charles Weschler, 
who helped author a 
study whose results were 
announced last week by 
the American Chemical 
Society, it would take a 
person two to four weeks 
to turn over all of the 
skin cells on their body. 

It’s these skin flakes 
that clean the air. Their 
squalene helps neutral¬ 
ize ozone. 

Most people might 
think of ozone as a good 
thing — and it is, when 
it’s up high in the atmos¬ 
phere and protecting us 
from ultraviolet 
radiation.

Is Oklcervil primed 
for the mainstream? 


O Despite positive press, band’s singer-songwriter is not sure commercial breakthrough lies ahead

Oklcervil River has made its 
name on literate, orchestral 
indie-roclc, a creative con¬ 
coction that has proven to 
be extremely successful for 
other bands over the past 
year. 

However, as they’ve 
watched their peers sky¬ 
rocket to the top of the 
charts, the cerebral Texas 
outfit has yet to find a large 
audience, and the band’s 
singer-songwriter Will 
Sheff says he’s not necessar¬ 
ily expecting a commercial 
breakthrough with the 
group’s newly released 
sixth record, I Am Veiy Far. 

“This is something peo¬ 
ple say all the time,” Sheff, 
34, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. “As we went 
through our almost 15 
years of being a band, we 
would watch bands like the 
Decemberists and the Ar¬ 
cade Fire kind of be this 
tiny little band ... that 
would suddenly be five bil¬ 
lion times bigger than us 
months later. 

“At first, it was really 
frustrating because we felt 
like we had been doing our 
thing that we do for a real¬ 
ly, really long time. And 
what got frustrating was 
people who hadn’t heard of 
us (who) thought we were 
influenced by these bands 
that had half the lifespan of 
us or whatever. 


“But at the same time, 
I never really wanted to be 
a mega-huge stadium rock 
star. I’ve really realized 
that the amount of con¬ 
straint that you have to be 
under when you’re tiying 
to be successful, it’s frus¬ 
trating. You really have to 
stress about the perception 
of eveiy last little thing you 
do. ... I didn’t get into the 
music business to feel ca¬ 
reer pressure. 

“I (like) the manoeuvra¬ 
bility that we have, where 
I basically get to do whatev¬ 
er... I want, and if I want to 
make a record (of) throat

singing and nobody buys it, 
I don’t have to feel bad.” 

And yet, for all Sheff’s 
hard-earned sovereignty, 


plenty of observers seem to 
think I Am Veiy Far might 
propel his band to new 
commercial heights any¬ 
way. 

The Guardian’s four-star 
review asserted that Sheff 
and co. “seem intent on fol¬ 
lowing the Arcade Fire 
route to mass accessibility,” 
while the BBC called the 
band “Wilco waiting to 
happen” — before arguing 
that I Am Veiy Far would 
signal the band’s arrival. 

Sheff admits to having 
absorbed some of that posi¬ 
tive press, and doesn’t deny 
the subsequent relief that 


washed over him. 

“It makes me really hap¬ 
py,” he said. “When I was 
making this record, I was 
really aware that ... if you 
really loved (the band’s pre¬ 
vious albums) The Stage 
Names and The Stand Ins, 
that you might not like this 
record or it might not give 
you the exact same thing 
that you wanted. 

“And I was aware that 
might make certain people 
disgruntled or something 
like that, so it was nice to 
see that people were re¬ 
sponding to the record.”

The latest Cannes Film Fes¬ 
tival entry from Belgium’s 
Dardenne brothers is the 
stoiy of an abandoned boy, 
his unlikely saviour and 
his beloved bicycle. 

The Kid With a Bike 
tells the alternately brutal 
and tender tale of 11-year- 
old Cyril, left in a chil¬ 
dren’s home by his 
feckless father; Samantha, 
a hairdresser who almost 
by accident becomes his 
surrogate mother; and the 
bike he pedals furiously 
through a chaotic world. 
The last film to get this 
much mileage from a bicy¬ 
cle was Breaking Away. 

It’s another gritty slice 
of working-class Belgian 
life from the filmmaking 
siblings — and also a fairy 
tale. 

“At one point we nearly 
called the film A Modern 
Fairy Tale,” Jean-Pierre 
Dardenne, one half of the 
duo, told reporters after 
the film’s first screening 
Sunday at Cannes. Cyril is 
a lost child, “a bit like 
Pinocchio or Red Riding 
Hood.” 

“He has to undergo cer¬ 
tain experiences and loses 
his illusions,” Dardenne 
said. “There’s the forest, 
which is a place of tempta¬ 


tion, there’s the bad wolf... 
and then there’s the good 
fairy who saves Cyril.” 

Jean-Pierre and his 
brother, Luc — who jointly 
write, produce and direct 
their films — are Cannes 
royalty. Five of their films 
have appeared in competi¬ 
tion here over the years, 
and two have won the top 
prize, the 
Palme 
d’Or — 

Rosetta in 
1999 and 
L’Enfant 
(The 

Child) in 
2005. 

The 

brothers 
are adored 
by Cannes 
cinephiles 
for the 
seemingly 
effortless 
natural¬ 
ism with 
which 
they de¬ 
pict life on 
society’s 
fringes. 

The bal¬ 
ance be¬ 
tween 
realism 
and fairy¬ 


tale redemption is one the 
brothers say they found 
easy to strike. 

Luc Dardenne — at 57 
the younger brother by 
three years — said the film 
grew from the real-life 
case of a Japanese boy 
whose father dumped him 
in an orphanage, but re¬ 
imagined as a love stoiy. 


“The woman in our film 
is capable of saving the 
child, capable of giving 
him something that will 
give him back his child¬ 
hood,” he said. “For us this 
is a beautiful tale. It’s a 
tale of veiy successful 
love. 

“One can view it as a 
critical view of our society. 


We adults are often swept 
up in our own self-image 
... We tend to 
look inwards 
at ourselves 
instead of 
looking at oth¬ 
er people. So 
indeed our 
film does re¬ 
flect life today 
in society, but 
it’s an excep¬ 
tion.” 

The film is 
powered by 
the perform¬ 
ances of 
Thomas Doret 
as the angry, 
inarticulate 
but vulnerable 
Cyril, and Ce- 
cile de France 
— a Belgian 
actress best 
known to Eng¬ 
lish-speaking 
audiences as a 
tsunami sur¬ 
vivor obsessed 


by the afterlife in Clint 
Eastwood’s Hereafter as 
Samantha. 

The actress said East- 
wood and the Dardennes 
had almost nothing in 
common — “apart from 
their talent, of course.” 

While Dardenne movies 
involve meticulous re¬ 
hearsal and preparation, 
the American director 
“doesn’t rehearse, he does¬ 
n’t come when we are try¬ 
ing out the costumes, 
there’s often just one 
take.” 

“Eastwood tries to put 
spontaneity in the film,” 
she said. “He’s looking for 
the magical instant. ... 
There’s a huge adrenaline 
rush as a result. This ener¬ 
gy is channeled into a very 
short, intense climax. 

“With the Dardenne 
brothers, the same thing 
happens but it’s much 
more spread out over 
time.”

Getting downsized out of 
screen roles is inevitable 
for most actors — and 
particularly actresses — 
as they get into their 40s 
and beyond. With her 
writing-directing debut, 
Famke Janssen is taking 
the do-it-yourself route to 
ensuring she still has a 
film career. 

Janssen’s mother-son 
comic drama Bringing Up 
Bobby, starring Milla 
Jovovich, is playing in the 
huge movie market that 
accompanies the Cannes 
Film Festival, where the 
filmmaker hopes to find 
distributors to put it into 
theatres in the United 
States and elsewhere. 

The 46-year-old Janssen 


aims for a career balance 
of acting and directing. 

“I’m hoping that I can 
juggle both for a little bit, 
at least,” Janssen said in an 
interview. “The older you 
get as a woman, the less 
parts you’ll have just by 
nature. And then I really 
don’t want to go down the 
whole plastic surgery 
route and become ob¬ 
sessed with the way I look, 
which is very much a part 
of being an actress, sadly. 

Janssen, who played 
telepath Jean Grey in the 
X-Men franchise and a 
James Bond villain who 
crushes victims with her 
legs in GoldenEye, took a 
couple of years off from 
big-screen acting to raise 


money to get her own film 
off the ground. 

Bringing Up Bobby stars 
Jovovich as Ukrainian con 
artist Olive, a brash, boister¬ 
ous woman raising her 
young son in Oklahoma 
through a variety of 
schemes and griffs. Bobby 
(Spencer List) adores his 
mom, but Olive is forced to 
decide if he might have a 
better future in the custody 
of a grieving couple (Bill 
Pullman and Marcia Cross) 
who take an interest in the 
boy. 

Janssen wrote the 
screenplay based on a stoiy 
idea she and her boyfriend, 
Cole Frates, came up with. 
A native of the Netherlands 
who moved to New York 


City to work as a model in 
her late teens, Janssen said 
she was inspired by her 
own experiences as an im¬ 
migrant observing Ameri¬ 
ca, particularly in heartland 
states such as Oklahoma, 
where Frates grew up. 


“I just wanted to play 
around with the idea of 
what is it like to look from 
the outside into a country? 
What’s the perception?” 
Janssen said. “Then veiy 
much the idea of living the 
American dream, which I 


feel like I’m the perfect ex¬ 
ample of. America’s a land 
of immigrants and people 
who come there with big 
dreams, and that’s my 
journey. It’s Olive’s jour¬ 
ney.”

A deadline on de¬ 
ciding whether the show 
would continue was loom¬ 
ing, with CBS set to unveil 
its fall schedule to adver¬ 
tisers in New York next 
Wednesday. 

Kutcher is not as well- 
known as Sheen but, at 
age 33, is a dozen years 
younger and has a huge 
flock of fans who check in 
on his every utterance on 
Twitter. 
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There’s a new man on the 
scene at Two and a Half 
Men. But is Ashton Kutch¬ 
er man enough? 

With Friday’s announce¬ 
ment that Kutcher will be 
replacing Charlie Sheen, 
viewers could begin to 
wonder how he will be 
plugged into the hit sit¬ 
com’s tight little world. 
Can his particular appeal 
fill the void of the causti¬ 
cally droll Sheen? And just 
who the heck will his char¬ 
acter be? 

Neither CBS nor Chuck 
Lorre, the series’ creator, 
were giving any hints as 
they confirmed the deal to 
bring Kutcher into a show 
where Sheen’s character 
was the comic centre, por¬ 
traying an advertising jin¬ 
gle writer with a playboy 
lifestyle and an over¬ 
wrought brother. 

Kutcher, who first 
found sitcom stardom 
more than a decade ago on 
That ’70s Show, specializes 
in puppy dog wholesome¬ 
ness and laid-back, goofy 
sexiness. He’s perhaps the 
anti-Sheen. 

“We are so lucky to have 
someone as talented, joy¬ 
ful and just plain remark¬ 
able as Ashton joining our 


family,” said Lorre, also the 
show’s executive producer. 

“Added to that is the 
deep sigh of relief know¬ 
ing that our family stays 
together. If I was any hap¬ 
pier, it’d be illegal.” 

“I can’t replace Charlie 
Sheen,” said Kutcher, 
adding that he plans to 
work hard “to entertain 
the hell out of people.” 

Kutcher’s quote was the 
news release’s sole men¬ 


tion of Sheen, who, two 
months ago, was fired by 
Warner Bros. Television 
when it cut short produc¬ 
tion of the show’s eighth 
season following Sheen’s 
public implosion through 
hard partying and angry 
criticism of Lorre. 

Now Charlie is gone, 
and, with him, the show’s 
dependably winning for¬ 
mula.

Jan van Franeker spends 
his day examining the 
stomachs of dead seabirds. 
He doesn’t see many small 
fish there. Instead he finds 
plastic — and in large 
amounts. 

“Birds have an average 
of 0.3 grams of plastic in¬ 
side their stomachs,” van 
Franeker explains. “That 
may not sound a lot, but if 
you translate that into hu¬ 
man terms, it’s like having 
a lunch box full of plastic 
inside your gut.” 

Franeker, a marine biol¬ 
ogist at Holland’s Institute 
for Marine Resources and 
Ecosystem Studies, special¬ 
izes in the Northern ful¬ 
mar, a seabird found in the 
North Atlantic. 

The fulmars are not 
alone in eating plastic. Oth¬ 
er birds, dolphins and seals 
encounter plastics in their 
feeding areas and mistake it 
for food. Even whales have 
been discovered with stom¬ 
achs full of plastic bags. 
They’ve been munching 
plastic since the material 
began littering our oceans 
some 50 years ago. Even to¬ 
day, ships off the coasts of 
developed countries contin¬ 
ue to dump their waste into 
oceans. Eveiy year, 20,000 
tons of waste is dumped in 
the North Sea alone. 

When RW Henry ana¬ 
lyzes the stomachs of dead 
albatrosses, he finds all 
sorts of things, from tooth¬ 
brushes to plastic skulls. 

Once he even discovered 
a plastic Buddha. 

“Albatrosses take their 
food from the ocean sur¬ 
face,” explains the scientist 
from University of Califor¬ 
nia, Santa Cruz. 

“They eat dead fish that 
has floated up, and plastics 
don’t look that different. 
Sometimes the plastic rup¬ 
tures their stomach, but 
many birds also die be¬ 
cause they’ve eaten so 
much plastics that there’s 
no space for food.” 

Biologists face a re¬ 
search challenge as marine 
animals are always mobile.

Life hungry 


O Education leaders explore ways of keeping students longing to learn

Physics instructors should 
get away from university 
lectures and instead en¬ 
gage students with an ap¬ 
proach that involves 
clicker response questions, 
small group tasks and class 
discussion, says Nobel 
prize winner Carl Wieman. 

And to do otherwise is 
“bad teaching,” he says. 

Wieman and colleagues 
at the University of British 
Columbia compared the 
standard lecture format for 
classes of 200-plus students 
with the experimental “de¬ 
liberate practice” approach 
for a week on two large 
sections of an introductory 
undergraduate physics 
course. 

Students in both groups 
covered the same material 
during Week 12 of the 
course and wrote identical 
tests, but there was better 
attendance, higher engage¬ 
ment and twice the learn¬ 
ing in the section taught 
using the new approach. 

“It’s really what’s going 
on in the students’ minds 
much more than who’s 
standing in front of them,” 
Wieman said from Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. 

The lecture course was 
led by a highly rated 
charismatic faculty mem¬ 
ber, but the experimental 
course for the week was 
led by Louis Deslauriers, a 
trained but inexperienced 
postdoctoral student, as¬ 
sisted by Ellen Schelew - 
both co-authors of the 
study. 

When asked if the ap¬ 
proach should be used in 
high school and other uni¬ 
versity-level science class-

es, Wieman said the meth¬ 
ods should be used every¬ 
where. 

“This is clearly more ef¬ 
fective learning. Everybody 
should be doing it. It 
should be wholesale trans¬ 
formation,” he said. 

“You’re practising bad 
teaching if you’re not do¬ 
ing this. That’s what the 


data says. It’s high time 
everybody changed.” 

Wieman won the 2001 
Nobel Prize in Physics for 
the creation of a new form 
of matter, and is currently 
on leave from positions at 
UBC’s Vancouver campus 


and the University of Col¬ 
orado. He’s working for the 
Obama administration as 
associate director for sci¬ 
ence in the White House 
Office of Science and Tech¬ 
nology Policy.

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Boogaard’s brain 
donated to science 


Minnesota hockey fans 
planned a memorial for 
Derek Boogaard last night 
to honour the former NHL 
tough guy who was found 
dead in his apartment last 
week, five months after a 
season-ending concussion 
that left his family won¬ 
dering if his career as an 
enforcer had damaged his 
brain. 

Boogaard’s agent and a 
spokeswoman for the 
Boston University School 
of Medicine confirmed 
yesterday that the family 
of the 28-year-old forward 
agreed to donate his brain 


to researchers who will 
look for signs of a degen¬ 
erative disease often 
found in athletes who sus¬ 
tain repeated hits to the 
head. 

“It’s an amazing thing 
he did and his family did. 
Hopefully, that’ll bring 
some information,” agent 
Ron Salcer told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. “We don’t 
know exactly the impact 
that the concussions 
might have played.” 

Boogaard, who missed 
the last half of last season 
with the New York 
Rangers due to a concus¬ 


sion, was found dead in 
his Minneapolis apart¬ 
ment Friday. Police said 
there were no outward 
signs of trauma; results of 
an autopsy are expected 
to take several weeks. 

So far, the only indica¬ 
tion that Boogaard’s death 
might be related to con¬ 
cussions is the fact that 
his family signed papers 
to donate his brain to the 
BU Center for the Study of 
Traumatic Encephalopa¬ 
thy. The donation was 
first reported by the Star 
Tribune of Minneapolis.

Djokovic 
beats Nadal 
to lengthen 
2011 streak 


Novak Djokovic continued 
his recent mastery over 
top-ranked Rafael Nadal 
with a 6-4, 6-4 win in the 
Italian Open final 
yesterday that stretched 
the Serb’s unbeaten start 
to the year to 37 matches. 

The second-ranked 
Djokovic has beaten Nadal 
in all four finals they have 
played this year and 
defeated the Spaniard for 
the first time on clay in 
last week’s Madrid Open 
final. 

Djokovic is now the 
first player to beat Nadal 
on clay twice in the same 
year, a feat that comes ex¬ 
actly a week before the 
French Open starts. 

“I definitely am amazed 
with my playing,” 

Djokovic said. “But there’s 
no time to enjoy it — I’ve 
got to get ready for Roland 
Garros.” 

Djokovic’s edge over 
Nadal could enable him to 
overtake his rival for the 
No. 1 ranking the week af¬ 
ter the French Open. 

“He’s doing amazing 
things. Eveiy match he’s 
very tough mentally and 
physically,” Nadal said. 
“I’m doing everything I 
can. I can’t ask myself any¬ 
more now. I’m doing very 
well but one player is do¬ 
ing better than me. I am 
waiting every week to try 
solutions, so let’s see.” 

Djokovic’s streak this 
year trails only John McEn¬ 
roe’s 42-0 start in 1984. 
Overall, Djokovic has won 
39 consecutive matches 
stretching back to Serbia’s 
Davis Cup triumph in De¬ 
cember, sixth best in the 
Open era, seven behind 
Guillermo Vilas’ record set
